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Stanton man charged with shooting his wife

A woman who only want¬ 
ed to get her husband the 
helps she believes he needs, 
was shot last Wednesday eve¬ 
ning by her husband. Now he 
is facing first degree assault 
domestic violence charges. 

Simply put, he said he 
wanted his wife dead for try¬ 
ing to get him help for his 
mental condition. 

Powell County deputies 
were called out to Charlie 
Lane just south of Stanton, 
at the base of Furnace 
Mountain, last Wednesday 
after the report of a shoot¬ 


ing. When they arrived they 
called for state police back¬ 
up. Officers say that Gary 
Morrison had shot his wife as 
she tried to get away. 

According to the arrest 
citation by Trooper Grant 
Faulkner, Morrison told 
troopers he shot his wife in 
the back in an attempt to kill 
her. The report went on to say 
that Morrison told police he 
wanted his wife dead because 
she was trying to have him 
placed in a psychiatric hos¬ 
pital. 

Morrisons wife, Jan, spoke 
to other news agencies and 
reported that she was drink¬ 
ing a glass of water next to

her sink before being shot. 

“I turned around and 
looked at him, then I noticed 
he had a gun pointed right 


at me,” Jan Morrison, told 
reporters. 

Apparently, according to 
Jan Morrison, her husband 
had not been taking his med¬ 
ication. Over the past few 
years she said that his mental 
condition had deteroriated, 
but last Wednesday was the 
worst so far. 

She reported she was shot 
in the side as she tried to 
get away. She was treated at 
the hospital and released. She 
believes her husband can and 
will get the help he needs 
after this incident is over. 

“Its a cry for help from 
him. He has flared up before, 
weVe always worked it out. I 


cant work it out with a gun 
pointed at me,” Jan Morrison 
told a Lexington television 
station when interviewed 
about the shooting. 

Gary Morrison was booked 
into the Powell County 
Detention Center. He has 
denied requests by media 
outlets for interviews. He was 
in Powell District Court last 
Friday for arraignment and 
will be back in court for a 
preliminary hearing on May 
8. His bond is currently set at 
$50,000 cash and he may be 
sent for evaluation, according 
to at least one source familiar 
with the case. 


Clay City man arrested for 
DUI on a riding mower

You have heard of people 
being arrested for driving 
under the influence. Some 
have been on tractors, some 
on scooters and one or two on 
horses. But in the Clay City 
Bottoms last Friday night it 
was a riding lawn mower. 

Yes, you read that right, a 
riding lawn mower. 

Clay City Police Sgt. 
Billy Rice received a call at 
approximately 10:15 p.m. last 
Friday night about a possi¬ 
ble intoxicated driver on a 
lawn mower in the Bottoms. 
Rice responded to the area 
and found Billy Strange on 
Third Street. Rice made the

traffic stop and found that 
Strange, 57, from Clay City, 
appeared to be impaired and 
placed him under arrest. A 
breathalyzer test indicated 
that Stranges level was .151, 
nearly two times the legal 
limit in Kentucky. That limit 


is .080. 

Strange was charged with 
operating a motor vehicle 
under the influence of alco¬ 
hol/ drugs/etc. (aggravated 
circumstances) first offense. 
He was lodged into the 
Powell County Detention 
Center. He was released by 
Monday morning according 
to jail officials. 

The Clay City Police 
Department issued a state¬ 
ment that they “will contin¬ 
ue to have zero tolerance for 
impaired driving regardless 
of the vehicle type on our city 
streets.” That statement went 
on to state, “We encourage 
citizens to report suspected 
impaired drivers by calling 
911 or dispatch at 606-663- 
4116.” 


Gas line to be abandoned 

Tennessee Gas proposal would give line to new company for natural gas liquids 

The Clay City Times received a packet from the Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commission late last week explaining that 
some changes were coming to the Tennessee Gas Plant located 
on Winchester Road in Clay City. 

According to the packet, Tennessee Gas has proposed aban¬ 
doning three of their transmission lines and plants and giving 
them to another company. One of those plants is Compressor 
Station 106, in Clay City. 

The proposal is to abandon the line that runs from 
Natchitoches Parish, Louisiana to Powell County, a distance 
of 677 miles. Another line from Clay City to Greenup County 
would also be abandoned, a distance of 77 miles. The third line 
and plant runs from Greenup County to Columbiana County, 
Ohio for another 210 miles. 

Under the plan, Tennessee Gas would disconnect from those 
lines and stations and turn them over to Utica Marcellus Texas 
Pipeline. That company would convert the abandoned lines to 
transfer natural gas liquids. But that all depends on the Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commissions approval. 

The packet said that the information and proposal was in 
the “scoping period” and that period runs until May 18. It also 
says that state and local government representatives should 
notify the public about the propose project and “encourage 
them to comment on their areas of concern.”

A slow market and format changes for equipment 
have taken a toll.

It has been a hang out 
spot and a great place to 
watch the latest movies for 
59 years. Generation after 
generation has loaded up in 
the car or truck and head¬ 
ed out to the eastern out¬ 
skirts of Stanton just as the 
sun begins to drop in the 
western sky. The destina¬ 
tion: The Mountain View 
Drive-In. 

For 58 of those years, 
counting this season, David 
Baker and his family have 
run the show, so to speak. 
But this may be the last hur¬ 
rah for the drive-in. New 
required technology, Red 
Box, Netflix and stadium 
seating in theaters have put 
pressure on the good old 
days of hanging out at the 
drive-in. 

Drive-in theaters have 
been a great part of the 
American culture and rep¬ 
resent a time of prosperity, 


peace and a stable economy. 
The first drive-in theater 
was built in Camden, New 
Jersey and opened on June 
6, 1933. Drive-ins did not 
become prosperous until 
the 1950's. Cool cars and a 
generation that wanted to 
get out and do things, could 
not wait until the drive-in 
opened. 

In the state of Kentucky 
there are twelve drive-ins 
that remain open, includ¬ 
ing the Mountain View, but 
plans to close next season 
are in the works. 

The Mountain View is 
located on East College 
Avenue in Stanton. It was 
built by Stanton's own 
Denzel Faulkner, Jack 
Kidd and M.J. McHappy 
from Beattyville in 1956. 
Faulkner's cousin, David 
Baker, and his wife, Lorna, 
have owned the Mountain 
View Drive-In since 1957. 
They added a second screen 
in 1980. 

On the last Friday night 


of April, people began trick¬ 
ling into the drive-in area 
a few minutes before 7 p.m. 
Children made pallets on the 
ground with their blankets, 


pillows, and stuffed animals. 
When they were finished 
they set off to play with their 
friends before the movies 
started. 


The drive-in theater in 
Powell County is not solely 
about the movie - it is a tra-

New drainage pipe to be installed 

In order to install a drainage pipe, the 
Kentucky Department of Highways plans 
to close KY 11/KY 15 (Campton Road) 
in Powell County on Saturday, May 9. The 
road will be closed to all through traffic 
from 7 a.m. until 5 p.m. at milepoint 4.1, 
near Slade. This is in the vicinity of the on¬ 
going bridge replacement project at this 
location. 

No detour will be posted, but drivers can 
use KY 213 and the Mountain Parkway as 


near bridge replacement project 

an alternate route. Motorists who would 
normally access the Red River Gorge from 
the Mountain Parkways Exit 33 will be un¬ 
able to do so. They will need to either exit 
the Mountain Parkway at Exit 22 at Stanton 
and take KY 213 and KY 11/KY 15 to KY 
77, or use Exit 40 at Pine Ridge and take 
KY 715. 

In case of inclement weather, the closure 
will be postponed until another suitable 
date.

dition, a place to be with 
each other, to get together 
and enjoy the company of 
others. Many people are 
disappointed to hear that 
the theater will close next 
year, unless someone leases 
it. 

People come from far and 
near to the drive-in. Two 
girls from Wisconsin were 
there on Friday. They had 
been visiting the Red River 
Gorge and were excited to 
see their first drive-in mov¬ 
ie. 

Jordan Byrones, from 
Louisville, and Natalie Laja- 
gas, who lives an hour east 
from Stanton, were also vis¬ 
iting the area. It was their 
first time at the theater, but 
they said they have always 
wanted to stop by and see 
a movie when passing. By¬ 
rones was particularly in¬ 
terested in the history and 
the workings of the theater. 

“Imagine the movies that 
has been played over the 
years,” he said, as he specu¬ 
lated about the old vehicles 
that used to fill the semi-cir¬ 
cle around the screen, and 
how this theater is a part 


of history that will be lost 
when it closes. 

“We'll be telling our 
grandkids about the drive- 
in,” said Byrones. 

Darlene Drake, a native 
to Powell County, has been 
watching movies there since 
she was a little girl. She said 
when she was 16 she used to 
take her brother and sister 
and the neighbors-a whole 
car load. Drake now brings 
her grandchildren to see 
movies at the theater. 


“That's why I bring my 
grandkids here. I want them 
to remember it [the history 
and experience of the drive- 
in] . I hate to see it go.” 

Heather Curtis, another 
native from Powell County, 
and her daughter Abrianna 
Lawson have been coming 
to the Mountain View for a 
long time. Curtis said she 
had been going to the the¬ 
ater since she was 10 years 
old. When asked what mov¬ 
ie she saw there first, she 


paused for a moment and 
smiled. 

“The first movie I saw 
here was Ghostbusters,” she 
said as she watched Law- 
son play with David Baker's 
granddaughter. 

Curtis said, "It will be sad. 
It's like a big get together. 
It's good, clean fun." 

Lawson was quite sad to 
hear about the theater clos¬ 
ing too. She said what she 
liked most about it was her 
friends and the movies. 


Brain and Tracy Creech 
from Wolf County had 
brought their two sons, Lo¬ 
gan and Caiden and their 
family friend Grant Rogers 
to see Furious 7. 

“We've been going here 
for 40 years at least,” said 
Brian. 

The Creeches had dates at 
the theater when they were 
in high school. 

“Now we're bringing our 
kids here.” he said. When he 
was younger, he said, “We 
used to sit in the back of 
the bed of my dad's 4-wheel 
drive truck in lawn chairs.” 

Tracy said that her cous¬ 
ins in Ohio came to Ken¬ 
tucky not so long ago to 
see a movie at the drive-in 
because they do not have a 
drive-in close to them. 

The children also hated to 
hear that the drive-in may 
be closing. Logan Creech 
said his favorite thing about 
the drive-in is that he didn't 
have to be quiet. 

When Baker spoke about 
the theater, he said what he 
enjoyed most about run¬ 
ning the theater was “seeing 
other people have a good 
time.” 

Baker said he has enjoyed 
running the theatre and 
seeing the joy it can bring. 
“Seeing other people have a 


good time,” Baker said was 
his biggest enjoyment of be¬ 
ing the owner. “It's been a 
part of my life, my hobby, it 
will be like another phase of 
my life; it's over. I hate to see 
it leave.” 

Baker has decide to close 
the theater because it has 
not been profitable and it's 
becoming more difficult 
for the theater to obtain the 
format of film that the the¬ 
ater can show. 

“It's been a part of the 
county for so long, I hate to 
see it leave,” Baker said. 

He is hoping that maybe 
someone will want to keep 
the iconic site still going. 
Baker is interested in leas¬ 
ing the theater. 

But until then, those 
who have visited the drive- 
in, brought their kids and 
then their grandkids to the 
Mountain View, will have at 
least one more summer to 
relive those glory days and 
still see great movies local¬ 
ly. The last credits may roll 
when the theater closes in 
the fall, but Baker is hoping 
a sequel can keep the old 
drive-in alive.

Editorial: 

It’s time to help those 
who need it most 

Last Saturday a group of concerned Powell County citi¬ 
zens got together and held the first, of what they hope to 
be an annual event. That was the Recovery Resource Rally 
The event was set up to help bring in rehab centers and 
counseling centers to provide the information our com¬ 
munity needs to help those who want to either recover 
from drug or alcohol addiction, or maybe have loved ones 
they want to see get help. 

It is no secret that this county like every county in this 
state and nation, has a drug problem. Limited resources 
in the law enforcement community prison systems and 
the courts, have been stretched as far as they can go. Most 
small communities such as ours, have no real way to get 
help to those who need it the most. 

One of the organizers, Jenell Brewer, who has seen per¬ 
sonally what the drug epidemic can do to families, noted 
that if we need information about assistance from the gov¬ 
ernment there is a place to go for that. We would go further 
to say that if one needs information about the Gorge or 
tourism, there are centers for that. Yet, there is no one place 
where one can go to get help for a loved one or themselves 
who wants to get out of the cesspool of drug addiction.

Just like a chain is only 
as strong as its weakest link, so is a community Let us show 
compassion, where we can, and get behind this effort. Past 
efforts have fizzled out, but lets keep this one going. If not 
for our sake, then for those who need it the most.

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As we lose more landscaping, it is time to cut the hay

More trees and 
Shrubs bite the dust 

I have been waiting for 
miracles to occur out in my 
landscape, but so far, no 
miracles yet. It seems those 
two nights where tempera¬ 
tures dipped down to twen¬ 
ty below zero actually did 
far more damage that what 
I first thought. To review: 

Nandina and Crepe Myr¬ 
tle : are starting to show a 
few lacy leaves at the bot¬ 
tom of each plant. Go ahead 
and cut everything down to 
the ground. These shrubs 
are probably not dead, but 
will come out from the 
ground. Don’t expect a lot 
of blooms from your Crepe 
Myrtle this year, but the 
plants should survive. 

Hollies: If they have not 
show any green leaves by 
the time you read this, they 
probably will not. Pull them 
up and plant over. 

Roses: are coming out 
from the bottom of each 
plant, but if they come up 
below the graft, they will 
only be a wild rose with 
poor blooms and spindly 
foliage. If they bloom and 
they are not true to the type 
they are or were last year, 
simply pull them up and re¬ 
plant. I have lost several this 
spring. 


Magnolia: I am still pray¬ 
ing over my magnolia in the 
back yard. So far no green 
leaves are showing up at all. 
I do see a few varieties here 
in town, that are starting to 
show a few buds. I will wait 
on mine until the middle of 
May (maybe even Memori¬ 
al Day), before bringing out 
the chainsaw...but I am re¬ 
ally afraid I have lost my 14 
year old Southern Magno¬ 
lia. We were just not south¬ 
ern enough this winter. 

Boxwoods: Are a crispy 
yellow. Most of these 
shrubs, I hope will/should 
start putting out new 
growth within the next two 
weeks. Again if there are no 
new buds by Memorial Day 
weekend, the chainsaw will 
come out with a vengeance. 
This winter is getting more 
expensive each day! 

Time to cut hay 

With the warm weather 
we have had this week, most 
beef cattle producers realize 
that their first cutting of hay 
is fast approaching. Last 
Friday I actually saw some 
farmers in Fleming County 
already cutting hay, as are 
many farmers across the 
state. 

Many Kentucky farmers 
find cutting and baling the 
first cutting of hay to be 
very difficult due to cool 
weather and high humidi¬ 
ty levels. First cutting hay 
baled too wet or stored in¬ 
side too early can spell trag¬ 
edy for producers. Bale or 
barn fires can be prevented 
if farmers bale hay at ap¬ 


propriate moistures and 
monitor the temperature of 
recently baled hay. 

Generally, hay will go 
through a heating phase 
within one to two weeks af¬ 
ter baling. During this time, 
hay should be monitored 
to ensure it does not reach 
temperatures that can dam¬ 
age the hay or lead to spon¬ 
taneous combustion. 

It is not unusual for the 
temperature within a bale 
of hay to reach 100 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and may go as 
high as 130 degrees before 
beginning to decline. If the 
temperature peaks below 
130 degrees, there may be 
some loss of quality but no 
danger of fire. With free 
air circulation around a 
bale, both heat and mois¬ 
ture can dissipate. A single 
bale rarely heats enough to 
catch on fire, but when they 
are placed close together 
or stacked with other bales 


that are also heating, it is 
much more difficult for 
the heat to leave the bales. 
A good practice is to leave 
bales scattered in the barn 
for 3 to 4 weeks before plac¬ 
ing them in a stack. 

If the bales are wetter 
than they should be, the 
temperatures can easily rise 
above 130 degrees. At 140 
to 150 degrees more micro¬ 
bial growth and chemical 
reactions within the hay 
cause it to generate heat at 
an increasingly rapid rate. 

If hay temperatures reach 
150 degrees, bales need to 
be moved to allow for better 
air circulation and the tem¬ 
perature should be checked 
frequently. At 180 degrees 
fire is imminent, and at 
200 degrees it is likely to be 
present. In either case, the 
fire department should be 
notified. It is best to wait 
for them to arrive before 
removing the hay from the 


stack in case of a flame up. 

To check the temperature 
of hay, several types of ther¬ 
mometers can be used. Find 
one that is durable and easy 
to use and will measure up 
to 200 degrees. 

Electronic thermometers 
with remote sensors and a 
digital readout can be used. 
Avoid LED displays because 
they are often hard to read 
in bright light. An LCD is a 
better choice. For farmers 
who are also moisture test¬ 
ing their hay, some of the 
electronic moisture meters 
also measures temperature. 

Long stem thermometers, 
commonly called compost 
thermometers, are prob¬ 
ably the most rugged and 
reliable. With these types, 
the price increases with the 
dial size and length of the 
stem. It may be tempting 
to stick these directly into 
a hay bale, but the stem can 
be easily bent and the ac¬ 


curacy or operation of the 
thermometer could be de¬ 
stroyed. 

It is best and necessary in 
most cases to use some kind 
of hay probe. A farmer can 
easily make one for himself 
using steel pipe or electrical 
conduit. Probes can also be 
purchased commercially. 

When using a thermom¬ 
eter, measure the wettest 
hay first. Probe square bales 
from the side and round 
bales from the end. The 
probe should be inserted 
near the center of the bale. 
In round bales, if the core 
is loosely formed, probe six 
to 12 inches away from the 
center where the hay will be 
more tightly packed. 

In large stacks, it may be 
difficult to reach the center, 
but it is important to get at 
least five to 10 feet down 
from the top or in from 
the side. The most critical 
factor is to reach where the 
wettest hay is stored. It is 
best to probe at several loca¬ 
tions and at different depths 
within a stack to locate the 
warmest spot.

Distracted driving myths can be deadly if believed

It is estimated that one in 
four car crashes involve cell 
phone use. There are many 
myths regarding cell phone 
use and driving. Many 
people know that using cell 
phones to text while driving 
is dangerous, but many un¬ 
derestimate the danger that 
is still present when using 
the cell phone for a conver¬ 
sation while driving. 

MYTH1: A person driv¬ 
ing a car can multitask. 

Multitasking seems like 
an everyday occurrence. 
Many people that not only 
can they multitask, but 
they are good at it. But the 
truth is, people are not re¬ 
ally good at multitasking 
when both tasks require 
thinking. Both driving and 
talking are complex activi¬ 
ties that require many areas 
of the brain to be working 
at one time. When a per¬ 


son is driving and talking 
the brain is not working on 
both at the same time. The 
brain is switching from fo¬ 
cusing on one activity to the 
other - back and forth. 

MYTH 2: Talking to 
someone on the cell phone 
is the same as talking to 
someone in the car. 

When there are two peo¬ 
ple in a car talking, there are 
actually an extra set of eyes 
on the road. If a car passen¬ 
ger feels as though there is a 
traffic condition that needs 
attention, he or she is likely 
to alert the driver. A person 
who is talking to a driver 
on the other end of a cell 
phone conversation cannot 
see the traffic conditions on 
the road and therefore can¬ 
not alert the driver. Studies 
have also found that adult 
passengers tend to slow 
down conversation when 
traffic looks more challeng¬ 
ing. Again, a person on 
the other end of a call can¬ 
not see the traffic and slow 
down the conversation ac¬ 
cordingly. 

MYTH 3: Hands-free 



driving is safe driving. 

Even if a person is using 
hands-free devices to talk 
on the phone while driv¬ 
ing, they are still distracted. 
One study found that a per¬ 
son talking while driving 


can miss up to 50 percent of 
what is happening around 
them, including red lights 
and pedestrians. Many 
times a distracted driver 
may look, but they do not 
really see what is happen-

MYTH 4: A person who 
is talking while driving has 
a quicker reaction time than 
a person who is driving un¬ 
der the influence. 

In a driving simulator ex¬ 
periment, those on the cell 
phone while driving actu¬ 
ally had SLOWER reaction 
times than participants who 
were at the legal intoxica¬ 
tion level of 0.08 blood al¬ 
cohol content.

Kentucky Communi¬ 
ty and Technical College 
System (KCTCS) students 
will not see an increase in 
tuition for the 2015-16 ac¬ 
ademic year. The Board of 
Regents, during its quar¬ 
terly board meeting today 
revised the 2015-16 tuition 
rates, which were original¬ 
ly approved in June, to stay 
equal with the current years 
tuition rates. 

“We recognize that tui¬ 
tion continues to be one of 
the largest barriers to stu¬ 
dents who are pursuing a 
postsecondary education,” 
said KCTCS Board of Re¬ 
gents Chair P.G. Peeples. 
“We remain committed to 
being the most affordable 
option for higher education 


in the state.” 

Although the board pre¬ 
viously approved a $3 per 
credit hour tuition rate in¬ 
crease for in-state KCTCS 
students for 2015-16, the 
tuition approved today will 
remain at $147 per credit

“This board decision to 
freeze tuition supports Dr.

Most of the Kentucky 
hospitals that were rated on 
a newly released five-star 
scale for patient satisfaction 
got three and four stars. 
Seven of them got a five-star 
rating and six got a two-star 
rating, the lowest rating giv¬ 
en to any of the Kentucky 
hospitals that were evaluat¬ 
ed. 

The star ratings can be 
found on Medicares Hos¬ 
pital Compare website and 
are based on a patient satis¬ 
faction survey given to ran¬ 
domly selected patients, not 
just those on Medicare, at 
nearly 3,500 Medicare-cer¬ 
tified acute care hospitals 
across the country The rat¬ 
ings are based on patient 
admissions between July 
2013 and June 2014. Hos¬ 
pitals were not included if 
they did not have enough 
surveys completed during 
that period. 

The survey also known 
as Hospital Consumer As¬ 
sessment of Healthcare Pro¬ 
viders and Systems Survey 
includes questions about 
patient satisfaction relat¬ 
ed to how their doctors, 
nurses and hospital staff 
communicated with them, 
how well their pain was ad¬ 
dressed during their hospi¬ 
tal stay how well they were 
prepared to go home, clean¬ 
liness of the hospital and if 
they would recommend the 
hospital to others. 

Kaiser Health News an¬ 


alyzed the data from the 
Centers for Medicare & 
Medicaid Services and 
found that 76 Kentucky 
hospitals were included in 
the patient satisfaction star 
ratings and 17 Kentucky 
hospitals were not. Kaiser 
found that the average for 
all of the rated hospitals 
in Kentucky was 3.4 stars, 
one-third, or 25, got four 
stars; half, or 38, got three. 

HealthWatch USA, a 
non-profit organization 
that promotes health care 
transparency and patient 
advocacy based in Som¬ 
erset, further analyzed the 
data and named the hospi¬ 
tals in each state by its star 
rating. 

The seven with five-star 
ratings are: Clinton County 
Hospital, Marshall County 
Hospital, Westlake Region¬ 
al Hospital, Saint Joseph 


Martin, Rockcastle County 
Hospital, Pikeville Medical 
Center and Russell County 
Hospital. 

The six with two-star 
ratings are: Georgetown 
Community Hospital, Har¬ 
lan ARH Hospital, Hazard 
ARH Regional Medical 
Center, Spring View Hospi¬ 
tal in Lebanon, University 
of Louisville Hospital and 
Lake Cumberland Regional 
Hospital in Somerset. 

The Centers for Medi¬ 
care and Medicaid Services 
reminds consumers that 
these patient satisfaction 
star ratings are just one tool 
to help decide which hospi¬ 
tal to use, and encourages 
them to use multiple factors 
to make this decision, in¬ 
cluding clinical outcomes, 
their health-care providers 
opinion and other publicly 
reported data.

The redear sunfish spawn is here 

Redear sunfish are com- locate some redear sunfish.

It is the time of year when 
the big “bull” redear sun¬ 
fish move shallow to spawn, 
sending a shiver of excite¬ 
ment through the ranks of 
many Kentucky anglers. 

When the big redear sun¬ 
fish move up to spawn, it 
produces some of the best 
fishing of the year. The abil¬ 
ity of hefty redear sunfish 
to use their saucer-shaped 
bodies to pull against a rod 
is legendary. If this species 
grew to 10 pounds, it might 
be nearly impossible to land 
one. 

March brought record 
snowfall across Kentucky 
and April came along with 
huge rainfall that set some 
one-day records in central 
Kentucky. This spring has 
proven tough for Kentucky 
anglers. 

However, it is Derby time 
in the Bluegrass with air 
temperatures approaching 
80 degrees by early next 
week. 

A stable weather pattern 
with warming air tempera¬ 
tures and water tempera¬ 
tures ranging from 65 to 68 
degrees make ideal condi¬ 
tions for redear sunfish. 

“The last week of April 
and into the first week of 
May is pretty consistently 
the time frame where you 
see the redear spawning,” 
said Neal Jackson, fisheries 
research biologist for the 
Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resourc¬ 
es. 

Water temperatures on 
Kentucky Lake last week¬ 
end exactly matched those 
parameters, with the main 
lake at 65 degrees and the 
flats in the bays at 68 de¬ 
grees. 


monly called “shellcrackers” 
because they feed on small 
mussels and snails on the 
bottom. They have a plate 
of teeth in their throats that 
can crush shells. 

Kentucky Lake and its 
twin to the east, Lake Bark¬ 
ley, are head and shoulders 
above other waters in Ken¬ 
tucky for redear sunfish. 
These huge reservoirs hold 
many redears longer than 
11 inches, the kind of fish 
that feels like you are hold¬ 
ing a small plate in your 
hands when you land one. 

Pan Bowl Lake in Breath¬ 
itt County, Clear Creek 
Lake in Bath County, Fish- 
trap Lake in Pike County, 
Elmer Davis Lake in Owen 
County and Marion Coun¬ 
ty Lake all hold good popu¬ 
lations of redear sunfish. 

Corinth Lake in Grant 
County once boasted some 
of the best redear fishing in 
Kentucky until an acciden¬ 
tal introduction of shad into 
the lake eventually blunted 
the fishery. Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife eradicated the 
shad and Corinth Lake is 
on the way back to its old 
glory days. 

Catching redear is rela¬ 
tively easy, but finding their 
spawning beds is not. The 
location of bluegill, who 
also nest this time of year, 
indicate where to search for 
redear sunfish. 

“If I was targeting redear 
and I pulled up on a spot 
and started catching nice 
bluegill, it would be hard to 
leave that scenario,” Jackson 
said. “But, if you want big 
redear, I wouldn’t keep fish¬ 
ing that spot. They are in 
similar places, but the red¬ 
ear are in a little bit deeper 
water. Move out into 4 to 6 
feet of water.” 

Jackson recommends 
staying in a spot once you 


“Hit that area hard and stay 
there for a while,” he said. 

A size 6 or 8 Aber- 
deen-style hook tipped 
with a quarter inch chunk 
of red worm or night crawl¬ 
er with a BB-sized split 
shot about a foot above the 
hook works great when 
fished on the bottom for 
redear. Many anglers tip a 
small 1/32-ounce yellow or 
black feather jig, commonly 
called a Popeye jig, with bits 
of nightcrawler, wax worms 
and meal worms and sus¬ 
pend them under a bobber 
just above bottom. 

“You’ve got to have con¬ 
tact with the bottom,” Jack- 
son said. “They are not 
feeding anyplace but on or 
near the bottom.” 

Ultralight spinning tackle 
spooled with 4- or 6-pound 
monofilament line makes 
great sport for redear. An¬ 
glers tend to prefer ultra¬ 
light rods less than 6 feet 
long. Those fishing weedy 
lakes may fare better with 
6-foot light power rods and 
spinning reels spooled with 
6- or 8-pound monofila¬ 
ment. 

The redear spawn is here. 
Hit some of these waters 
and catch a mess for a tasty 
feast. The flesh of a redear 
sunfish is as good as any 
fish in Kentucky waters.
